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GASOLINE AND MOTOR 
TAXATION 


In the Government estimates for 
the fiscal period ending March 31st, 
1930, a figure of $2,300,000 is 
estimated for gasoline tax, and $2, 
126,000 for motor license, making a 
total of $4,436,000. Against this 
last estimate the Government will 
spend out of Income Account on 
main highways $960,000; on district 
highways $500,000; on ferries $75,- 
000, and on bridges $60,000. Then 
there will be left a balance of $2,- 
841,000. Out of this amount there 
will be costs of collection and neces- 
sary payments of interest and sink- 
ing fund charges but in any event 
there will be a large balance, and 
this balance should be used for 
highways maintenance. The Liberal 
Party favors an adjustment of 
motor licenses, and getting the 
necessary revenue out of scasoline 
tax. This means that the agricul 


turist, who uses his car so little, will 
not have to pay so much toward the 
up-keep of the roads as the tourist. 
In other words we favor making the 
tourist pay for the up-keep of the 
roads he uses. Motor license fees 
should be primarily available for 
the purpose of keeping a check on 
motor car users, and the fee should 
bear some reasonable relation to the 
use which a person makes of his 
car, The one who uses the highways 
most should be called upon to con- 
tribute most to their up-keep by 
means of the gasoline tax. All 
moneys coming into the public cof 
fers from this source should be ear- 
marked and spent on highway 
maintenance. 


Previous to 1921 the Government 
did not levy any gasoline tax, and 
all the money derived from motor 
licenses, and much more, was ap- 
plied to road building. Since that 
time, however, in no year have the 
total proceeds from motor licenses 


‘and gasoline tax been applied on 


highways, ferries and bridges. In 
the fiscal year ending March 31st, 
1929, the total provincial expendi- 
tures for the above purpose was 
$4,827,237.73. In that same year 
the government secured from gaso- 
line tax $1,306,6 2 and from the 
automobile license fees $2,124,972.50 
making a total of $3,431,599.82. Of 
this total expenditure the sum of 
$2,607,380.04 was secured by bor- 
rowing, thus adding to the indebted- 
ness of the Province. Consequently 
the Government used out of the in- 
come account $2,219,857.69, a sum 
of  $1,211,742.09 less than the 
amount actually received from these 
two sources. The result of this 
method of finance is not only to in- 
crease the public debt to the amount 
mentioned but also to provide a 
surplus on income account of $1,200,- 
000, Thus the Government by this 
system of financing secures a sur- 
plus on income account by increasing

SUPPLEMENTARY REVENUE 
TAX—SHOULD IT BE 
ABOLISHED? 


With regard to the supplementary 
revenue tax the Liberals favor an 
immediate general decrease and an 
early abolition of this source of 
Government income. The supple- 
mentary revenue tax income for thel 
year ending March 31st, 1929, was 
$1,166,099.15. According to the 1926 
report of Rural Municipalities the 
tax was $2.20 per rural tax payer 
and 80c per urban tax payer. Such 
a reduction would be widely and 
universally felt throughout the 
province and would be an earnest 
of the government's desire to lighten 
the burden of taxation. This tax 
was imposed in 1918 to give relief 
against expenditure incident to the 
Great War. In 1930, in spite of the 
repeated requests for its abolition, 
the Government refused again and 
again to consider either an abolition 
or any diminution of this tax.
